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Dutch, Indonesians 
Heed United Nations 
Order Fighting End 


Orders Give S e c u r i t y 


Council its First 
Major Victory 


Batavia, Java, Aug. 4—(AP) — 


The Indonesian 
Republic 
joined 


the Dutch tonight in announcing 
a cease-fire order to troops, stop- 
ping hostilities in Indonesia and 
giving the United Nations its first 
big victory for peace. 


A Republican reply to the U. N. 


security council's demand for a 
halt to the 15-day war said the 
republic was issuing a cease-fire 
to all troops tonight. 
The an- 


nouncement was broadcast from 
Jogjakarta shortly after S p. m. 
(7:30 
a. m. 
Central 
Daylight 


Time). The Dutch had announc- 
ed Sunday a cease-fire effective 
this mid-night. 
Dutch advances 


had halted even before the dead- 
line, 


Jogjakarta announced plans for 


a midnight broadcast by Presi- 
dent Soekarno in his capacity as 
commander-in-chief of troops. 


The United 
Nations 
security 


council last Friday called upon 
both sides- to cease fighting. 


In statements 
yesterday 
the 


Indonesians said they were "will- 
ing" to cease hostilities, but that 
a truce could be carried out ef- 
fectively .only if the Dutch with- 
drew to demarcation lines estab- 
lished last October. 
There was 


no indication of Dutch agreement 
to this. 


Dutch Land on Modaera 


At noon the Dutch announced 


landing of troops on the island 
of Madbera, off the east coast 
of Java. 


Details of the operations on 


Madoera—which was to have been 
included in the Indonesian repub- 
lic under the Cheribon agreement 
.—were not 
disclosed 
by 
the 


army spokesman, who said merely 
that "safety measures" were be- 
ing taken at the request of the 
population.

ing on the island, most of whom 
he said were'starving as a result 
of* being cut off from the Java 
mainland.

cert all its efforts to the execu- 
tion of the cessation of hostili- 
ties." 


The statement apparently was 


issued on the basis of an "unof- 
ficial" version text of a. U. N. 
message addressed to Republican 
Premier Artiir Sjarifoeddin, which 
Jogjakarta said was received via 
the Batavia radio only this morn- 
ing, 


Recognition Implied

officials there took special note of 
the fact that the U. N. message 
was addressed personally to Sjari-

ferent tune". 


The statement, the sheriff con- 


tinued, relates that the girl once 
studied nursing, worked for.a time 
in a New London, Conn., gambling 
place, met Hardy in New Hamp- 
shire and started west. 


Looked For "Prospect" 


"We had no money so we had 


to slug several

head". Jones said her story read.

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Midshipmen March 
to New Ideas and 
Not to Drums Now

Annapolis, Md., —(APi — Mid- 


shipmen at-the U. S. Naval Acad- 
emy are being treated less like 
pisterns and more like men these 
days. 
. 
• , . 


The century-old center of'Amer- 


ican naval training is stream- 
Jinig its teaching program and 
giving its Midshipmen more free- 
dom in order to prepare Uncle 
Sam's future Fleet officers for 
the broader demands of the post- 
war, world. 


The old tradition of rigid dis- 


cipline that practically 
ordered 


every moment of- a Midshipman's 
life from the day he entered the 
Academy until the day he grad- 
uated goes back many decades. 


It developed slowly from 
the; 


founding period in 1845, when Ca- 
dets were roisterous and difficult 
to control. For evening fun then 
they often grabbed up pokers and 
engaged in pitched battles with 
the Annapolis citizenry. Once they 
hanged a mathematics teacher in 
effigy and escaped court martial 
for insulting a superior 
officer 


only by pointing out that he was 
a civilian. So congress made him 
an officer and raised his pay $400 
a year. 


The Cadets of that day took 


their shore education BO lightly 
that only 268 of tne first 1,020 
admitted every graduated. 


But the thumb 
of authority 


gradually came down more hea'v- 
ily as 
standards 
were 
raised. 


Some'critics complained that the 
martinet-like discipline tended to 
iron out the individuality and in- 
itiative the Midshipmen 
would 


need if they ever commanded ships 
in battle. They aald there had de- 
veloped too bi^ a gap between the 
rigid 'and precision-regulated 
life 


.the Midshipmen led ,.in- the Acad- 
emy and the more flexible human 
give-and-take, life that awaited 
them • . in ' their .future careers.

The recently opened White House 
papers of Abraham Lincoln reveal 
that newspapers and their editors 
played an important part in shap- 
ing the political career of the Civil 
war president. 


The Robert Todd Lincoln col- 


lection contains more than 200 
letters from outstanding editors 
and publishers. Library of Con- 
gress officials said today. 


Among" them are several letters 


from 
Hoi-ace 
Greeley, 
Joseph 


Medill, William 
CuIIen 
Bryant, 


Henry J. Raymond, Alexander K. 
McClure, John Locke Scripps and 
others. 


Joseph Medill, who became edi- 


tor of the Chicago Tribune in 1854, 
was a close friend of Lincoln. 
Library officials said it was Medill 
who persuaded Carter 
of Ohio 


lo change his vote at the Repub- 
lican national convention in 1860. 
This started 
the 
landslide 
for 


Lincoln's nomination. 


The library said Medill was an 


early advocate of 
giving 
the 


Republican 
party 
its 
present 


name. His letters in the collection 
are mostly marked 
"personal," 


"private" or "confidential" and 
are full of analysis 
of political 


trends. 


One of the last tenders of ad- 


vice received by Lincoln came in 
a long confidential letter 
from 


Medill on January 15. 1865.

What is more 
natural, then, than Greeks who 
had survived through this Ameri- 
can help should want to express 
their thanks. 


The thing that we find surpris- 


ing- and a little disheartening, is 
the storm of suspicion that blew 
up as soon as the receipt of these 
Greek packages was made public.

Educational Committee of the Ill- 
inois State Medical Society. 


Possible Pefects 


The well-meaning parent may 


be unaware of faulty vision, nu- 
tritional defects, slight imperfec- 
tions 
in posture 
or 
decaying 


teeth. Some parents, 
the 
talk 


points out, credit a child's incli- 
nations to be quiet, rather than to 
romp, to a laziness or indifference. 
They forget that it is natural for 
a child to be active in play and 
that the apparent laziness may be 
due to some physical or nutrition- 
al defect. 


A young boy who is removed 


from his cherished position on a 
ball team because he misses so 
many of the "throws" may devel- 
op a tendency to withdraw from 
companionship. Perhaps he needs 
only glasses to correct the fact 
that his skill is poor because his 
vision is pure. The early with- 
drawal 
from group companion- 


ship may alter the child's person- 
ality to the extent that he will 
be not only physically inadequate 
but socially frustrated, the talk 
warns.

Most*of them contained such na- 
tive delicacies as olive oil, dried 
figs, nuts and honey. Perhaps 50 
or 60 of the 40.000, Mr. Booras 
guessed, 
included 
some Greek 


sausage. 


American food must have help- 


ed to keep a good many Greek 
bodies and souls together during 
the last six years. What is more 
natural, then, than Greeks who 
nad survived through this Ameri- 
can help should want to express 
their thanks. 


The thing that we find surpris- 


ing- and a little disheartening, is 
the storm of suspicion that blew 
up as soon as the receipt of these 
Greek packages was made public. 
The world and its thinking must 
be in a sorry state when the warm, 
instinctive emotion of gratitude 
seems to be the last thing that 
people expect.

Educational Committee of the Ill- 
inois State Medical Society. 


Possible Pefects 


The well-meaning parent may 


be unaware of faulty vision, nu- 
tritional defects, slight imperfec- 
tions 
in posture 
or 
decaying 


teeth. Some parents, 
the 
talk 


points out, credit a child's incli- 
nations to be quiet, rather than to 
romp, to a laziness or indifference. 
They forget that it is natural for 
a child to be active in play and 
that the apparent laziness may be 
due to some physical or nutrition- 
al defect. 


A young boy who is removed 


from his cherished position on a 
ball team because he misses so 
many of the "throws" ma.y devel- 
op a tendency to withdraw from 
companionship. Perhaps he needs 
only glasses to correct the fact 
that his skill is poor because his 
vision is pure. The early with- 
drawal 
from group 
companion- 


ship may alter the child's person- 
ality to the extent that he will 
be not only physically inadequate 
but socially frustrated, the talk 
warns.

That is why the program of the ; 


Illinois Congress is in effect. To i 
examine children early and per- 
iodically in order 
to locate and 


correct defects is a nomentous con- 
tribution to the nation's health.

(AP)—Former Lt. Gen. James H. 
Doolittle of the Army Air Forces, 
now a vice-president of Shell Oil 
Company, told a,reunion at Park» 
College of Aeronautical Technol- 
ogy Saturday that local or feeder 
airlines were the answer to fuller 
transportation.

between a 


-"mother country" and a depend- 
ency of another race no longer 
constitutes an "internal affair", 
were the trouble in Holland itselt, 
undoubtedly there would arise the 
question of whether the nation's 
sovereignty was being infringed. 


Of course this opens up a big 


field for argument. We see that 
in the nature of the security coun- 
cil vote on the Australian - Amer- 
ican resolution which ordered the 
Netherlands and Indonesian gov- 
ernments to cease fighting im- 
mediately and settle their differ- 
ences by peaceful means. There 
are eleven members of the coun- 
cil, including the big five — Ameri- 
ca, Britain, Russia, France and 
China. The vote was 8-0 in favor 
of the resolution, with three ab- 
stentions. 


Imperialists Silent 


Those abstaining were imper- 


ial governments — Britain, France 
and Belgium — and 
they 
kept 


quiet for obvious reasons. 


So while we can say — and the 


world in general will agree — that 
empires are on their way out, yet 
it will be a long time before all 
of them are broken up. While 
they remain we must expect the 
imperial governments to insist on 
their right to defend what they 
regard as their rightful possess- 
ions. And in rebutal WP shall hear 
such chages as Dr. T. F. Ssiang 
of China hurlpd at Holland dur- 
ing the security council debate 
when he declared that the Dutch 
were acting as an "overlord" and 
wanted to place Indonesia in the 
role of "vassal state". 


The way things stand at 
this 


writing the Netherlands govern- 
ment has accepted the offer of 
the United States to use its good 
offices in an effort to settle the 
Dutch-Indonesian differences. The 
Republicans don't like the idea ot 
having only one country act as 
mediator, but the matter is under 
consideration.

misleading. 


Hits Surplus Sales Figures 


He added in a statement: 
"True 
enough 
the 
published 


statement of the treasury depart- 
ment shows total receipts of $43,- 
258,833,000 during the years as 
against 
total 
expenditures 
of 


$42.505,045,000, leaving a budget 
surplus of $753,878,000." 


But the total receipts, he said, 


included $2,885,77,760 from pro- 
ceeds of surplus property sales, 
and "this is a liquidation item and 
not an income item. It must be 
deducted from the total receipts 
in any honest evaluation of the 
fiscal performance of the admin- 
istration during the last year." 


Two Billion Deficit Charged 


Discounting proceeds from sur- 


plus sales. Reeves said, leaves an 
annual net deficit of $2,131,000,000 
for the year. 


"In a burst of enthusiasm," he 


declared, "the Truman administra- 
tion has announced that for the 
first time in years the budget was 
balanced.

Since Prime Minister 
William 


MacKensne 
King 
cautiously 


cracked the country's door May 1 
to 
"such numbers of" 
selected 


"immigrants as can be advantage- 
ously absorbed into our national 
economy" the government has sent 
a series of "immigration teams" to 
Europe to screen prospects from 
the displaced persons camps. And 
scores 
of 
individual 
Canadian 


interests 
including 
provincial 


governments are working on their 
own to bring in immigrants for 
specialized enterprises. 


Initially it was planned to admit 


5,000 European refugees of "non- 
enemy nationality" from the dis- 
placed persons camps but ' this 
number later was raised to 10,000 
and inner government sources now 
say that Canada ultimately may 
admit as many as 25,000 or more. 


Prime Minister 
King, in 
his 


announcement 
of 
intention 
to 


stimulate -selective 
immigration, 


said 
a "larger population will help 


to develop our resources." But he 
was careful to point out that the 
immigrants would 
be 
"selected 


with care" to ensure that they 
would be of a "type likely to make 
good citizens." And he added that 
Canada currently has no intention 
of relaxing regulations on "Asiatic 
immigration." 


Canada, which has a population 


of 
approximately 
12,000,000 
to 


inhabit its 3,690,410 square miles 
of territory, has long felt itself 
undermanned. The fathers of the 
confederation in 1867, expressed 
hope at that time that it would 
have a 'population of 42,000,000 
plus by 1941.
